I am in receipt of your letter of the 
27th ultimo enclosing Captain Sarry's report of 
his recent inspection of the Katsie Indian Day 
Sehool. I «a with your recommendation that the 
school should be inspected again about May or June 
end you will no doubt make the necessary arrange- 
ments in this regard with Inspector Berry. 


After carefully considering the 
contents of Inspector Harry's report I am under 
the impression that we should dispense with the 
services of iiss Daly at the eni of the current 
academic year unless Inspector Harry finds, on 
his next inspection, that there has been a very 
decided improvement both in the work and in the 
teacher’s attitude toward it. In order to permit 
@ month's notice being given to Miss Daly in the 
event of her dismissal it would be advisable to 
have the school inspected early in May. 


I cannot agree that there ie any 
advantage in reducing the length of the academic 
year at this school so drastically as ated 
by Inepector Barry. <kEvery endeavour sh a be 
See, BeSetEe, to increase the attendance at this 
echool.

In this connection I have been wondering 
if any action could be taken to encourage teachers to 
give at least one month's notice when retiring from 
positions at our schools. e have been deluged with 
a large number of resignations recently and it is almost 
impossible for the Department to secure teachers at 
this comparatively late date. If teachers in charge of 
public schools acted in this way, their certificates 
would be immediately cancelled by the Department of 
Education. This is a matter you might well discuss 
with the provincial authorities during one of your 
visits to Victoria.

Dear Sir:- 


I beg to acknowledce receipt of your 
letter dated September Sth, enclosing a copy of the 
resignation submitted by Miss Maureen Daly of her 
position as teacher at the Katzie Indian Day School. 


This School, since it was ned in 
1925, has been a difficult one to keep up quota, 
ami for the last two or three years the Department 
has paid for the operation of a ferry-boat from the 
south bank of the Fraser River, in order to assist 
in this direction. Sven with this assistance, the 
average attendance has only been nine pupils. The 
children arriving at school age this summer will 
barely balance the discharges, so we cannot hope for 
any improvement in this condition. So far as atten- 
danse is concerned, therefore, I do not think this 
Sehool warrants it's contimation. 


On the other hand, however, the 
question arises of what we are to do with this average 
of nine pupils? The St. Mary’s Mission Indian Resi- 
dential School is full to rm pt | and they cannot be 
taken in there. Langley Municipal Schools on the 
south shore, ami Pitt Meadows, on the north shore of 
the Fraser, are not very conveniently situated for 
the Reserves, even if the local Authorities were will- 
ing to accept Indian childrene 


It would seem that if these children 
are to continue to receive an education, we have no 
option but to endeavour to get a new teacher and ~ 
contimue to operate the school for the time being.

With reference to your letter of the 17th 
instant, file 153-168-1, in connection with the 
resignation of Miss Maureen Daly as teacher of the 
Katzie Day School, I would advise that this teacher 
gave ample notice of her resignation, this being 
dated August 3lst last. It was not immediately 
forwarded to the Department, however, as enquiries were 
being made of Mr. Indian Agent Daunt as to whether he 
considered it advisable to continue this school in 
operation, copy of his reply of the Sth instant being 
enclosed herewith. 


The present difficulty of teachers resigning 
on short notice has been due to the demand for them in 
the various war services in the Province and in view 
of the grive shortage of teachers for Provincial Schools 
it is doubtful if the Provincial Department of ducation 
would agree to cancel the certificates of our teachers 
who are resigning without giving sufficient notice. How- 
ever, I will discuss the problem with Dr. Willis when 
I am next in Victoria.

Although it has not functioned for several 
years, it nevertheless should be reshingled as it is leak- 
ing and if allowed to remain as is, the lining, ceiling 
and flooring will be damaged. An amount of %203.00,was 
placed in the current year's estimates for this work. 


Jordan's, General Merchants at Port Hammond, had 
their building contractor make a Survey, and their tender 
is attached for $232.40, plus 455.00 for paint work, Every 
window-pane in the building is broken. ‘The cost of supplying 
the glass and glazing, will according to Jordan's cost $97.50. 


These repairs may be held in abeyance, pending the 
reopening of the school. The windows are boarded up, and I 
think no further damage will be done. 


The Indians of Katzie have requested that the 
school be reopened. I am gathering data as to the number of 
children etc, and will submit a report in the very near 


future,

warrant the operstion of a school at this point.

I have read Departmental letter 155-18-5 
of November 19th last with reference to the proposed 
electric light installation at the Katzie Indian Day 
School, New Westminster Agency. I also visited the 
school yesterday for a routine inspection, anc have 
discussed the matter with Mr, Indian Agent Daunt. 


The B.C,.Provincial Department of Education 
has never as far as I know discouraged the use of electric 
lighting in Provincial day schools; but on the other hand 
has encouraged its proper use in an effort to prevent harm 
to the eyes of the children attending such schools in such 
places as the electric light was available, 


There would be only a very small] expenditure 
for the replacement of electric licht bulbs, of which only 
six are I find necessary. There should be four drop lights 
each of 150 watts in the schoolroom, one of 60 watts in the 
entrance hall and one of 60 watts over the porch. 


Fxtra windows were placed in this school to 
4mprove the lighting, which they did, but on dull winter days 
the schoolroom is rather dark and there is 4 strain on the 
pupils! eyes in working from material on the boards. 


The charge for connection to the B.C.Flectric 
Power Lines is more or less nominal as in any case the lines 
will be passing very near the school house. One dollar a 
month minimum charge for current, itself very reasonable, 
‘ould be the largest expense in connection with the proper 
lighting of this small school,

The British Columbia Electric Railway 
Company are putting in a Light and Power line from the 
village of Hammond to Mr. Chatwin's farm, which lies to 
the west of the Katzie No. 1, Indian Reserve, upon which 
we maintain an Indian Day School. 


This line passes a short distance from tne 
school, and I was wondering whether the Department would 
care to take advantage of tne fact, to provide satistactory 
lighting in the building. Apart from the understood queation 
of adequate light during tne dark winter afternoons, this 
school is not particularly well lighted at any time, and I 
think Captain Barry will agree with me, that there are or 
will be, a number of ordinary winter days, when artiricial 
light over the blackboards would be an advantage. 


For your information, I chee@ked up the cost 
of connection, with the 4,C.Klectric, and am told that this 
will amount to $125.00. This includes the line from tne school 
to the Power Line right-of-way on the Dyke, nine lights in 
the school, being four on the blackboards, two in the schoole 
room, one in the store-room, one in the hall-way, and one on 
the porch, The inside wiring would be done in conduit pipes, 
as is required in publie buildings. Switches are also covered 
by the quotation, 


The minimum charge for current would be $1.00 
per month. 


As this line had not been considered by the 
Company at the time our Estimates went in, I made no provis- 
ion for such an expense, but am now bringing it to your 
attention, in case the Department may consider such service 
beneficial to the school, and well-being of the pupils.

I have read Mr. Daunt's letter 1-8-f 
dated October 28th last with reference to the 
provision of adequate lighting at the Katzie Indian 
Day School, New Westminster Agency. 


I may say that I certainly do agree with 
Mr. Daunt that the above mentioned school is not well 
lighted at any time and particularly in winter, when 
it is quite difficult to make use of the Blackboards 
during the afternoon session, 


The usual method of lighting a country 
schoolroom is by means of four drop lights placed 
some distance from each corner and about over the 
outside rows of desks. Such lights are better than 
any special lighting near the actual Blackboards, and 
the desk tops are thus properly illuminated. 


May I suggest to Indian Agent Daunt and the 
Department that the provision of what is called SIGHT 
SAVING CHALK a new product in which a little yellow 
pigment is introduced into the ordinary hard blackboard 
crayon would make it much easier for the children to 
read the work on the Blackboards, particularly if the 
electric light is brought into the school, 


I am very stréngly in favour of the Indian 
Agent's suggestion that the above school be connected 
with the B.C.Electric mains and the light used by the 
teacher when necessary. The co ears to me to be

General HKemarks: 


The schoolroom was perfectly clean, and 
obvious effort had been made to have it as neat as in 
the past though my visit was a great surprise to teacher 
and children. It was much better arranged than on the 
occasion of my last visit. The teacher's desk and those 
of the pupils are now properly arranged, 

The children werecleaner than on the occasion 
of my last visit. Their clothes were fair. 

The whole school was much better organized 
and the teacher is doing her best to comply with the 
instructions of Indian Affairs Branch whether given in 
correspondence from Ottawa or suggested by myself during 
inspections. 

The Vocational Training must be developed in 
this little school. I have asked the teacher to do her 
best in this direction. She will probably take a special 
course this summer in Arts and Crafts suitable for her 
work here, The girls are with the exception of two quite 
young. The older children have again taken up sewing as 
recommended at the time of my last inspection. Aprons have 
been made and embroidered and a start is being made on 
some plain dresses this week. 

The teacher's work on Posters is very good 
and there are a number of good teaching posters on display. 

On the whole I am much better pleased with 
the work being done here, The Letter from the Chief of the 
Training Division helped greatly, and the teacher is doing her 
best. The necessary promotions at the end of June 
were gon into with the greatest care and the teacher will 
follow my advice I am certain. She otes duringthe

General Hemarks: 


While the schoolroom was perfectly clean 

it was not as neat as on former visits. 

The children were not very clean, Some 
did not ap ear to me to have washed for some time. 

The Junior Red Cross is supposed to be 
active here. It is obviously not active enough. 

The Vocational Training has fallen off badly. 

The children are stili very obedient and 
their conduct in school is very good indeed, with one 
or two exceptions. In these cases I feel that the teacher 
is losing some of her control, One big girl was chewing 
gum till I told her to put it away. The teacher is to 
some extent losing grip on herself,and worried with the 
large number of sub Grades woieh she has made herself, 
she feels she can hardly get througn the esential work, 
and thus leaves out tne most important things such as 
Vocational Training to make time for non essentials like 
Folk Dances. 

The children are not so much backward as 
disorganized. Tneir Arithmetic and Reading are in general 
good, and they are Fair in Spelling and writing. 


I believe that it will be necessary for me 
to pay another visit to this school in April, previous 
to leaving for the Prince Rupert and ass districts. 


In the mean time I should be glad if the 
Department would consider with care this report and 
compare it with previous ones on this school, the reports 
of the Indian Agent, Ete. If thought suitable perhaps 
a letter might besent to Miss Winter warning her that 
she must organize her work better and follow a definite 
Time Table. She might perhaps be told that her schocl 
will again be inspected during the present school year, 
and that a very great change for the better is loo: ed for, 
particularly in the arrangement of her room, in the 
reduction of the number of Sub Grades,and the actual teaching 
of the subjects other than Reading and arithmetic, I 
think some improvement might be made in the attendance 
if the teacher visitea the Indians and insisted that the 
children come to school. 


I should be glad to hear from the Department 
as to what they would wish me to do in this case. 

Miss Winter is a very nice girl, with a good 
teaching voice and manner. The children are fond of her 
and she is most anxious to do all possible for the Indians. 
I should be very sorry indeed if tne school had to be 
closed or if it were decided to replace her here, as I 
think she is a great influence for good on the Reserve. 

In addition I may say that Miss Winter has always made an 
efiort to follow my sugzesticns, if not in their entirety, 
at least to some extent. Just at the moment she ap ears 

to have lost hold on the wo k.

Since my arrival in Vancouver on the 
evening of the 14th I have been very much occupied 
with official duties of various kinds, 


The Katzie Indian Day School was visited 
yesterday and help given to Miss M, Winter, the teacher, 
The officials in Ottawa are aware that Miss Winter does 
not organize her work well, and for this reason I made 
an inspection of her school very early in the school 
year. tvery possible help was given to this teacher, 
and detailed instructions as to just what each child 
should attempt in the main subjects should help to make 
the work easier for Miss Winter. She seemed very pleased 
to have my sug estions, bit it will remain to be seen 
how well she can carry out the detail of the work, A 
brief report onmy visit to the Katzie Day School will be 
forwarded to you to-morrow, 


Wiss Weaver our senior teacher at the 
Skidegate Indian Day School appears to have resigned her 
position w.thout any warning on being appointed to a 
teaching position under the Provincial Department of Educat: 
in a school near Vancouver. Under the new arrangement 
the schools in the ueen Charlotte Islands do not open till 
October 1st, but the boat leaves Vancouver to-day. 


Dr. Osterhout the Superimtendent of the 
United Church was away on vacation as he believed the whole 
of the arrangements with regard to the next term had been 
made. In his absence I gave what helo I could to Miss Money 
Dr, Osterhout's Secretary, and after meeting an exnerienced 
United Cnurch teacher ho was a candidate for the position 
at Skidegate, the necessary telegram and letter was sent to 
the United Church officials in Toronto, who were in touch 
with the Indian Affairs Branch in Ottawa, 


A very experienced teacher, Mrs Moses, was 
nominated to the Indian Affairs Branch by the United Church, 
and from what I saw of this lady I believe she will be a 
great success at Skidegate, There was not sufficient time 
to cover ali the ground but I did what I could to indicate 
to Mrs Moses the more pressing needs of the classroom she 
will take over at Skidegate, 

I should be glad if you would forward this 


letter and a copy of my itinergry Ottawa, with any covering 
remarks you may care to make,

I am forwarding herewith my report on 
the Katzie Indian Day School, New Westminster Agency, 
which I inspected yesterday, March 15th, 


The attached report should be read in 
conjunction with one made after an inspection on 
November 19th 1936, a copy of which is on file in Victoria. 


The present inspection was carried out 
in compliance with instructions contained in a letter 
from the Indian Affairs Branch following the receipt in 
Ottawa of my former report. 


I am certainly glad to say that a definite 
effort has been made by Miss Winter to carry out the 
instructions of the Indian Affairs Branch, whether given 
to her in a letter from the Chief of the Training Division 
or by myself during inspections. On the whole there has 
becn a distinct improvement in the organization of the 
school since my last visit. 


I have asked Miss Winter to develop the 
Vocational Training at present given at this school, 
She is considering just what can be done in the way of 
Arte and Crafts next year, and will ppobably take a course 
in either Manual Arts or Arts and Crafts if she can find 
a suitable one this summer, 


A new Union Jack is being reouisitioned. 
The old flag is so badly torn and worn out that I think 
the provision of a new one is badly needed. 


I do not consider tnat it is necessary to 
make a change of teachers here at the present time. This 
should not be considered to mean that I am satisfie@ with 
the progress of the children, I do think that Miss Winter 
is of some use here apart from her ability as a teacher. 
Her influence is all for the good of the Indians and their 
children, A more effective teacher would get the pupils 
further on in their academic studies, but might not be of 
as great a help to them in other ways. If Miss Winter can 
develop the Arts and Crafts during the school year 1937-38 
I shall be satisfied,

Health: The teacher's health has been 

good since my last inspection 
with the aception that she was away from school for three 
days during this period with influenza. 


Remarks relative to methods employed by teacher: 


Miss Winter is very much interested 
in all that is for the good of the children and their parents. 
She was trained in the Vancouver Normal School, and holds a 
B.C.Second Class Certificate. She has attended the Provincial 
Summer Schools in Victoria on a number of occasions. 

She holds Sum.er School qualifications in Indian & Rural 

Work 1932 & 1934, Primary Work and Elocution 1934, and Primary 
1936. For some three years she was @ Substitute Teacher in 
the Vancouver City Schools. She has been here for some six 
years. 

While Miss Winter has a very good 
manner with the children, and is much loved by them, she is 
not a very great success as 4 teacher. She becomes very easily 
confused and las to be told quite clearly what promotions it 
is best to make and what should be taught in each Grade. 

She has had hours of instruction from me in the Provinciel 
Summer Schools and during inspections, but she is not able to 
make use of one tenth of what she has been told. 


During my previous visit to this 
school, when things were found in a very confused state, 
Miss Winter was given very definite instructions as to what 
was to be taught in each Sub Grade of Grade 1 and Grade @ 
The result has not come up to my expectations; but I can say 
that the Reading in the various Grades has improved, 


The Arithmetic is very weak at the 
present time, and particularly poor in Grades 1C and 1B 


Remarks relative to the examination of pupils: 


Reading: This has improved since last October, 

Grade 1C know some 50 words, They are reading and 
should finish Two Little Indians by the end of June, They 
will be ready to start Friends and Corona Primer 1 in 
September, Their reading is still "word for word" but they 
speak out fairly well. Grade 1B have finished Two Little 
Indians and Corona Primer 1 The girl in this Sub Grade is at 
Page 31 of Corona Primer 2, but the boy is not as faron,. 

The girl is ready for Grade £B in September. Grade 2B have 
now finished Corona Primer 2 and are at Page og of Corona 
Reader Book 1, The work of this Grade is on the whole quite 
satisfactory. The reading is rather "word for word"but one 
child wili be ready for Grade 3B in September while one must 
remain in Grade 2B. Grade 4B and 4A are working at Corona 
Book 2 in different places ad are reading Highroads Readers 
Books 4 and 3. Reading is good and the children speak up. 
Grade 6 pupil was not present but is I am informed reading 
Corona Reader Book 4 and Highroads Book 6.

Arithmetic: Grade 1C can read and write the numbersto 9 
and can recognize Groups ro 9, They should 
@tart the Combinations and Separations now. Grade 1B are 
supposed to know the Combinations and Separations to 6 on 
the statement of the teacher. As a matter of fact they do 
know these from Flash Cards but have no idea of doing the 
same work from the Blackboard. I have explained all this 
to the teacher and asked that the Board be used. Grade 2B 
can add and subtract without borrowing or carrying. They 
are starting the harder work now, and I taught a short 
lesson in Subtraction with borrowing to correct a wrong 
method being used by the teacher. These children must use 
the DECOMPOSITION METHOD at present.

Writing: This is particularly weak throughout thesshool. 
Grades 4 and 6 use the MacLean Manuals, but the 

Juniors have been writing from copies on the Board placed there 

by the teacher, I have suggested that these Jugiors use the 

Bailey Manuals now at the school, as they must have some sort 

of Manual. Grade 1B must write in their exercise books also. 

Grade 1C should do so also, but at present are only writing 

on the Boards, Fron Grade 3 up ink is used. It might be 

used in Grade 2. 


Spelling: This is good as is usual in these schools where 
insufficient time is given to the completion of 
the various Work Books, Geography, Nature, Etc, 


Inthe Buckingham Ayres Scale in Spelling 
Grade 4A made a Mid Score of 95% and Grade 4B a Mid Score of 
80% the June Norm being in each case about 88% 


Geography: An attempt is being made to teach this with 
the help of The Book of Boys and Girls Round 
the World and Journeys Near and Far. Not sufficient work 
has been done but a Project on Japan was on display. I have 
asked the teacher to give more attention to Geography. 


Elementary Science: The text supplied by the Branch, Happy 

Hours in Garden Field and Woodland is 
being used. I have stggested that Book 1 of the Pathways in 
Science be used by the teacher in the Primary Grades and the 
suggested practical work done this Spring. 


Singing: The children sang quite well for me, butthe 
teacher is not giving enough time to this. 
I asked that a few minutes daily be given to singing. 


Language: I doubt that sufficient work is being done in 
the various Work Books, 


ene chievement: The children are backward in Arithmetic 
particularly in the Primary Grades. 

Grades 4B ad 4A wrote the B.C.Achievement Test for Juniors 1934 

for me and the following low scores were made3- 

Grade 4A made a Mid Score of 23, the Norm being about 27 

Grade 4B pupils made scores of fa, and 1, the Norm being 25. 
While the standing of the pupils is 

very much below the average of the Indian Day Schools in B.C. 

the work has been better organized since my last inspection 

and the Reading much improved.

I still do not consider it necessary 
to make a change of teachers here till Miss winter has 
been given an op ortunity to develop a programme in the 
teaching of Arts and Crafts or to show that she is unable 
to do this. 


Should the Indian Af airs RBranch give 
this school a small grant of from $20.00 to 530.00,on 
the recommendation of the Indian Arent,for the purchase 
of material for work in Arts and Crafts, Basket making, 
Ete., I would recommend that the teacher be informed that 
the work in this subject as well as the general clessroom 
work of the school must show definite improvement during 
the present school year, if the retention of the tescher 
after June 1936 is to be justified. 


Much better teachers than Miss Winter

while Miss Winter has a good manner with the 
children and is loved by them, she is not very successful

Now that I am to have my office in Vancouver 
it will be possible to visit this little school several 
times yearly with very small expense to the Department, 
vith close supervision Miss Winter may be able to produce 
more satisfactory results in the classroom, 


Remarks relative to the examination of the pupils: 


Reading: Grades from 2 to 4 inclusive read for me with 
some success, The work of all Grades was 

outlined for the teacher for the year, Children speak well, 

They are very slow and deliberate in their reading. 

Arithmetic: In general this is weak, though progress is 
being made slowly in Grades 2 to 4, The pupils 

in Grades 5 and 6 were absent and could not be tested, 

Writing; Some improvement was noticed, 

General: As it was so early in the term more time was 
taken with giving help to the teacher than in 

the testing of the achievement of the pupils, It is far 

too early to say anything about this term's wor) as yet. 

Miss Winter as a result of my efforts appears more confident 

and tells me she understands better what is required in 

Grade 1, She is starting some Arts and Crafts Handwork,. 

I warned her to keep the work to that which would be of 

use to Indian children and not to pay too much attention 

to the small details of the work undertaken in the Vancouver 

City Schools, She purchased out of her own funds the 

conplete Vancouver course while attending Summer School this 

year. This course cost her $4.85 and I much doubt thet it 

was worth it as it is arranged for "white" pupils who could

Doctor Broe, of 
Hammond, who attended her, told me she needed a complete 
rest, and instead of taking it, she endeavoured to carry out 
the Department's views by attending a summer "Arts and Crafts" 
course. She has her class in this respect now going on, 


Miss Winter is very popular with the Indians, and 
has a decidedly good influence on the girls. I do not pretend 
to be an authority on new fashioned technique, but the final 
results achieved by Miss Winter appear to be good, and I 
certainly do not recommend that any hasty decision be arrived 
at in connection with this teacher,

" I am forwarding herewith my report on the 
Katzie Indian Day School, Soman Catholic Church, New \estminster 
Agency, which I inspected yesterday, December 6th. 


I feel that the Department would wish me to 
make a very detailed report on the conditions existing at the 
above school in view of the fact that I consider them highly 
unsatisfactory, particularly from an administrative point of view. 


The teacher, Miss Daly, was placed here on first 
appointment to take the place of Miiss ‘anter, moved after about 
ten years to the Seton Lake School. Idiss Daly is the only 
daughter of ir. C,0,Daly, the teacher of the Skwah Indian Vay School, 
on whom I reported a few days ago. 


It was somewhat difficult to carry out my inspection 
as Miss Daly's attitude was almost hostile. ‘She went so far as to 
interrupt me in my work by suggesting what the children did or 
did not kmow, how much I could expect from them, and the difficult 
conditions under which the work of the school was carried out. 

She managed to so twist around the suggestions made to her in my 
own office that they carried quite different meanings from those 

I had intended in trying to assist her when she was first appointed. 
Others, had they been present, would no doubt have considered her 
attitude to me and to my advice and suggestions highly impertinent 
from such e young inexperienced teacher to one now nearing the 

end of his professional life. 


In a conference with lir Indien Agent Daunt in 
New Westminster after this inspection I explained the attitude 
of the teacher to the officials of the Lepartment, including his 
own stenographer, Vominion Constable Higginbottom, and myself, 
ana I suggested that were he to receive the seme sort of impudence 
he might do well to take a very strong stend and report the matter 
at once to the Department. Such an action as the temporery 
suspension of the teacher to learn the Department's wishes would 
not under these conditions be perhars a wrong course to follow. 


The teacher complained of 4 number of things, 
the main headings being:- 


1. The school was too dark, due mainly to the fact that 
there is a wooded piece of land some distance in front 
of the windows. She wanted the Indians or others to 
cut down the trees, and clear the bush, but said that 
after a number of Jettere to the Indian Agent she 
could not get action in this matter. 
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s Miss Daly also wanted electric lighting in her school 
tim electric light wires passing quite close to the school, 


I replied that it was the first time that I had ever 
heard of a teacher asking for trees etc. to be cut dovm on another 
person's land to improve the conditions in the school, that 
much doubted that such action would in any case be possible as 
the Indians would at best have to be paid for the work even if 
approved, and that as far as the electric light question was 
concerned the Department had made a decision not to have it in the 
school, and the matter was thus closed. 


2. Wiss Daly stated that she could not get the school 
warm enough for the children on cold days, as the 
heating stove was too small and in poor repair. 


whem I explained tnat Dominion Constable Hig inbottom 
in thirty minutes hd raised the temperature in the 
room to around 70 degrees by increasing the fuel on 
the fire, Miss Daly told me that this was a foolish 
reply, as the day was a warm one when Constable 
Higginbottom was there to inquire into this matter. 


‘iiss Laly then, the heater not having had coal on 
for the preceding one and a half hours, said she 
felt the room cold and took out a little thermometer 
to test the tempreture. After a further half hour 

I found the tempreture sixty degrees wit. windows 
Open and at the end of the morning's work. 


lt examined the heater, which is of the circulating 
type and burns coal or at times wood. It has had 

I understand some en years use here, ani due to big 
fires needs some repain to the top, where aim can 
get in and thus reduce the draft. 


In my opinion whether the stove is repaired or not, 

and considering the mild climate of the coast, it is 
quite possible to heat the room in a satisfactory 

manner, provided the fuel is added properly. I have 

no intention of recommending a new heater for this school 
ands informed the Indian Agent. 


The teacher tells me that the fire is lighted at 
7.50 a.m. on cold mornings, by Duncan Moody, and that 
Mrs Moody does the janitor work for w2.50 per month. 
iliss Daly did not hesitate to say that such sum was 
inadequate. 


Miss Daly complains that she gets her shoes wet and 
stockings torn by undergrowth and briars around the 
school, In reply I sugested she should wear gum boots. 


iiss Daly states that there are two small leaks in 

the schoolroom roof, ‘his has nothing to do with me 
but I did mention the matter to Mr Indian Agent Vaunt. 
Probably quite minor repairs are all that would be 
necessary. 


Wiss Daly did not hesitate to say that the reduction 
of the academic year to one of nine months had kept 
the children back in their work. HWow she could have 
come to such a decision without any experience I do 
not know. I pointed out that in the schools so far 
inspected this year, I could not detect any such 
retardation. 


\nile there wre other complaints, I think the sbove will 
indicate the teacher's attitude

The teacher was absent on November 8th 1940 when 
she attended a teachers’ convention at Chilliwack, near where 
her parents live. The satzie Indian “ay School was closed chat 
day without permission from anyone. This matter has been reported 
by the Indian agent I understand. 


Miss Daly when asked why she closed the school without 
permission informed me that she thought I liked teachers to attend 
conventions. 

I told iiss Daly that none of us in &.C.had the power 
to give permission for the school to be closed and that such a 
matter would have had to be dealt with by the Department at Ottawa. 

In any case Miss Daly only wrote to the Indian Agent 
of her intention to close the school the evening before and 
in no case could Mr Daunt have received the letter in time.

General Hemarks 


I do not see how the retention of a teacher in an 
Indian school, when such teacher is highly critical of the actions 
of the Department or its officials, could be justified. 

There is the damger that such teacher would, perhaps 
without intending it, say things in school which would cause the 
Indians to become disturbed. 

At present the Union Jack is not being flown here though 
one, has been p ovided. The teacher's explanation is that the wires 
gn the flag pole have become tangled, and that she is unable to fix 

em. 
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Report on Katzie School:

General Semarks Continued: 


iiss Daly informed me that she hopes later to 
obtain a position in a Provincial school. She was anxious 
when I left the school that she would be given a good report. 
She abked if she would receive a copy of my report, and was 
informed that teachers in Indian schools did not receive copies 
of my reports on the schools. 


I recommended Miss Daly to modify her highly critical 
attitude to the Department and its officials. 


The authorized length of thé academic year at this 
school is one of nine months, from October lst to June 30th yearly. 


Miss Daly is being allowed salary at the rate of #90,00 
per teaching month, less the usual deductions. 


The operating expense at this school is increased 
through the necessity for a boat from Sarnston Island to tfSanspvort 
those children living there to and from school, 


When costs for fuel, janitor services, etc., are 
taken into consideration, it is somewhat doubtful if the Department 
1s justified in keeping this small school open for a nine month 
academic year, particularly in war time, when there is need for 
strict econony. 


Recommendation: 


I am not satisfied with the attitude of the teacher, 
but have not sufficient grounds at present to request the Vepartment 
to terminate her appointment. 


As there are two non Indian children attending the 
school, the real average attendance of the Indian children may 
perhaps in round numbers be taken as 8 in October and 7 in November 
of this year, ith a present total of 10 strictly Indian children 
I do not expect the average attendance to exceed 8 which would be 
a higher percentage attendance than in many Indian day schools. 


Under the above circumstances I consider that the 
Department might well close the school, at least during the present 
war period. A few of the children might possibly be taken into 
St. Wlary's Kesidential School, and as the older ones completed their 
period in school the younger might be admitted there, where in any 
case the education is of a far more worth while nature that at Katzie. 


Should the Department for some reason not agree with 
me that the Katzie school be closed, I would recommend that the 
academic year be reduced to one of only five months, as has been done 
in the case of at least two Anglican day schools, “ingcome Inlet 
and Wamalillikulla. This would turn the Katzie tnaian day school 
into a seasonal school, operating during the winter months, say 
from October lst to February 28th or from Novemher lst to larch 3lst 
yearly. 

4s this school was opened this year on October lst 
it should in my opinion be closed at the end of February if the 
Department accept the seasonal school plan in preference to the 
more general plan of closing the school for the period of the war. 


In either case I would advise that the teacher be 
notified, as soon as the Department has come to a decision in the 
matter, that her services may not be needed after the end of February. 
This would allow her to seek a position in the Provincial schools 
for he term open: after the Christmas vacation. She in such case 
would no doubt be informed that the attendance did not justify more 
than a seasonal school at Katzie. 
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hepget on Katzie School: age 5. 


In conclusion I may say that I have no 
objection to_a copy of this confidential letter being 
sent to Mr, Indian Agent A4,0'N, Daunt for his information, 
on the understending that the contents are in fact of a 
confidential nature. 


It may be that you would like to have a 
report from Mr Daunt himself regarding the suggestion 
for either the closing of the Satzie school or tie reduction 
of the academic year to one of five months. 


I regret that it has bewn necessary to make 
such a lengthy report on this school, but it is better that 
the Department should have as many as possible of the fects 
on which to base a decision.

I am forwarding herewith my report 
on the Kagzie Indian Day School, Foman Catholic 
Church, New Westminster Agency, which I inspected 
this morning. 


The general conditions were much better 
than have been noted on former inspections. 


The provision of a ferry launch to bring 
children to school from the opposite side of the Fraser 
River has resulted in a definite increase in the average 
attendance. 

There is no Provincial school where these 
children could possibly receive an education, and there 
is no room for them in any Residential School. 


The school is clean, furniture etc., now 
wel] arranged. I am glad the Department saw fit to supply 
some very elementary nual Traihing equipment and sewing 
materials. I hope that the work now being done will be 
continued, for it has been very successful during the past 
year. The teacher has carried out the suggestions made to 
her at previous inspections. 


Book shelves, little tables, book ends, etc., 
have becn made by the boys and later decorated with tndien 
designs from the sheets sent to the school. The girls 
have made use of Indian design in a number :f ways, and also 
learned plain sewing. 


‘ One boy in Grade 1A not shown in the averages 
om as enrolled or present is ROBERT CHAHNLEY, I am informed 
by the teacher that his mother is an Indien and is now blind 
and living with her own parents on the Indian Keserve, while 
the father, who is white, works at or near Deroche,. this 

young boy fives with his mother on the Indian Reserve and 

attends this school, there being no other for him to attend. 


The progress of the children has been better 
since my last visit. The teacher is carrying out the various 
instructions given to her to the best of her ability. Her

Remarks relative to me" thods employed by teacher: 

Miss Winter was trained in the 
Vancouver Normal School ana holds a B.C.Second Class 
Certificate. On several occasions she has attended the 
sessions oi the Provincial Summer School for Teachers in 
Victoria taking such subjects as Indian « Rural 1932 & 1964 
Primary Work and Elocution 1934, Primary 1936, and Graphic 
and Practical Arts in 1937. 


Miss Winter was for some three years 
a substitute teacher in Vancouver which means that she was 
not able to get a Rural School and took any supply teaching 
in Vancouver she could get. She has be-n teacher of this 
small Indian school for the past seven andi a half years. 


Miss Winter has a good manner with the 
ecnildren and is much loved by them, She has not been a very 
successful teacher. She has had many hours of instruction 
from me at Summer School and during inspections, and has of 
course had many other courses in Victoria. She is not able 
to make use of much of what she has been taught, as she would 
appear to suffer from a very confused state of mind. My very 
pointed instructions are sinking in slowly and she is certainly 
doing better work this last year. 


Were it not that she has done some very 
nice work in Handwork and is teaching the children to sew 
embroider and make aprons etc, and instructing the boys in 
elementary work with the set af tools at this school, I should 
recommend that she be replaced. As it is her care of the 
children is so good that I have overlooked many things with 
regard to her actual academic work. 


Remarks relative to ex 


In general the Reading is satisfactory. 
That of Grade 5 is very good and that of Grade 1B is good. 

Arithmetic is very weak except in Grade 5 
where it is almost up to standard. Testea with the All Canada 
Test in Fundamentals 

Grade 5 made a Mid Score of 4 Norm 8 

Grade 4 made a Mid Score of 9 Norm 19 

Grade 5 made a Mid ‘Score of 21 Norm 25 

Writing has improved a little. 

Very good Handwork has been done and the 
boys are making small articles of furniture for the dollts house 
made since my last visit. 

Art work has been improved. 

Health is taught. I asked fordaily lessons. 
The school has been a Junior Red Cross Unit for five years now. 
In general tuere has been improvementoin the academic work. 
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On page 2 of my report ef September 18th 1937 
it was sugsested that more children would attend if 4 
ferry could be arranged to bring them across the Fraser River. 


I am glad to say that the Indian Agent was able to 
arrange for this. The arrangement is that an Indian gets $1.00 
per day for pringing the children to school and taking them pack 
across the Fraser in the afternoon after school. 

At present five pupils attend every day who otherwise 
could not get to school. Only one day was missed in November. 
The teacher certifies the account of the Indian boatman. 

So far this is a most satisfactory arrangement. 


The children give a Christmas concert to the Indian 
parents, The Department used to give a small grant for oranges 
and candy etc. This was discontinued a short time ago, tnough 
I do not know just why. The teacher nas been paying for little 
gifts herself, and I ‘would recommend that the sum of $5.00 be 
allowed for this purpose each Christmas. This will encourage 
the children to attend regularly.

I hope that with the children from across the Fraser 
the attendance will increase. It is essential that every ehild 
should attend school as otherwise tne Department is hardly 
justified in _ke ping this school opens ana were it not that 
the Mission Indian hesidential School and Kamloops are more than 
full these children or several of them could be sent to a 
Residential School, I believe that it would be well to warn 
tne teacher that every child must attend school regularly if 
the school is to be kept open and her services retained. 


Though Miss Winter wishes for a transfer this could 
not be arvanged at present. She has not been successful enough 
here to make it pos. ible for me to recommend a transfer, at least 
this year.

I should like to see a still greater 
effort put into the Arts and Crafts Work, 

The teacher is able to make a success 
of this sort of instruction, 

The boys could cut toys out of three ply w ood 
if they had a large fret saw and sufficient blades, 

They have made some nice book ends which they are decorating 
witn Indian designs. 

There are some tools at this school. A new 
large cupboard should be constructed for the tools and other 
material for the Manual Training. 

I should like to recommend the grant of not 
more that ten doliars to provide a few more tools, particularly

With reference to Departmental letter 153-18-5 
of November 19th 1358 I have made a recommendation that the 
school be lighted with electric light.

teacher's attitude toward it. In order to permit

I cannot agree that there is any 
advantage in reducing the length of the academic 
year at this school so drastically as s sted 
by Inspector Barry.

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I beg to forward herewith report by Capt. G.H. Barry, 

Inspector of Indian Schools for B.C., together with his covering 
letter of the 7th ultimo, with respect to his inspection on the 
6th of December, 1940, of the Katzie Indian Day School, New 
Westminster Agency, B.C. 


It will be observed from this report that Inspector 
Barry is not satisfied with the attitude of the teacher. lLiiss 
Daly, of course, is a young inexperienced teacher, which probably 
accounts to same extent for her general attitude towards Inspector 
Barry during his inspection of her school. 


The Indians of Katzie are among the very few in the 
Province who remain in residence on their Reserve throughout 
the year, the reason being that the men are Fraser River fishermen 
and are employed all the year round on the River in close proximity 
to the village. For this reason I consider the school should 
continue on the present basis so long as the average attendance is 
satisfactory. Should sufficient children be available to keep the 
school in operation for the full school year, I feel it would be 
a mistake to reduce the term to one of five months. Perhaps I 
should add that Mr. Indian Agent Daunt is also of this opinion. 


I would recommend that the school be again inspected 


in May or June, following which a definite decision could be reached 
as to its immediate future.

Dear Major MacKays- 


I am forwarding herewith my 
report on the Katzie Indian Vay School, Roman 
Catholic Church, New Westminster Agency, which 
ZI inspected this morning. 


Kev. Pather Fleury,9.ii.l., 
Principal of St. Mary's HKesidential School, 
Mission,arranged for my transportation to the 
Katzie School and was present during the inspection. 


It was wet today and the attendance 
was very small five boys and one girl. As all but one 
of the children present were in Grade 1 it was somewhat 
difficult to estimate the progress of the children in 
general, but I am satisfied that Miss Daly is doing 
satisfactory work. 


Miss Daly pointed out that attendance 
is somewhat irregular and that this limits the progress 
which otherwise would be possible. Some eleven of the 
fifteen pupils cross by ferry boat from Barnston Island 
daily. Were it not for this transportation arrangement 
there would not be sufficient pupils available to keep 
the school open. The transportation service is I understand 
quite satisfactory. 


The Department makes a grant towards the 
lunch provided for pupils. 


the general standing of the school is 
satisfactory at the present time.

K atzie Indian Day School, Homan Catholic Church, New Westminster 
Agency, which I inspected yesterday, April 23rd, 


This particular inspection was carried out in 
accordance with Departmental instructions, and in forwarding my 
presees report I would refer you to my confidential letter of 

ecember 7th last and the report on the Katzie school following 
my visit ther on December 6th 1940, 


You will be glad to know that conditions at 
the Katzie school are now very much improved. The attendance 
has in particular been increased. Two of the sixteen children 
enrolled are Chester and Maudie Miller, non Indians I believe, 
whose cases were dealt with in my letter of December 7th 19402 


Miss Daly has greatly improved in her general 
attitude, and has followed my stgpegtions given to her during 
my inspection of December last. his teacher had no idea that 
I should visit her school at this particular time, yet the Union 
Jack was flying, the school perfectly clean and work being 
carried on properly. 


While the academic work is in general much bettee 
the Arithmetic in Grades 4 and 5 is still very weak. On the 
other hand the Arithmetic in Grade 2 is excellent. Tested with 
he All Canada Test in Fundamentals:- 
Grade £2 made a score of 11 Norm for Grade 3 13 
Grade 4 made a score of 3 Norm being 21 
Grade 5 made a score of 18 Norm being 27 
The pupil tested in Grade 4 is "dull", 


Reading is very good in Primary Grades and 
satisfactory to good in Grades 4 and 5, 


+ suggested that the Geography of B.C. be taught 
to the older pupils, and at the request of the teacher I outlined 
a suitable method for her and the children. 


The children were much more responsive to my 
teaching on this occasion, ‘They were in general clean, and 
the teacher's control was very good. She has modified the 
attitude complained of in my last report, and should in my opinion 
be aliowed to continue in charge of this school. Miss Dsly has 
informed me that she may seek an appointment in a Provincial school 
when she meets the Provincial Inspectors at Summer School. I asked 
her to let the Department have at least a month's notice should 
she wish to resign her present position. 


While the grades given to Miss Daly in the 
attached report may seem very low, I would ask that the general 
improvement from those of the last re 
her medical advisor some few months ago stated that she was on the 
verge of a nervous breakdown at that time. ‘She is now much better 
and able to carry on her work at the school. No school days appear 
to have becn lost through the above not co tion.

It would be still better if the 
system were introduced into each Agency, as there is a growing 

eeling especially in the Nass River Agency against sending the 
children to boarding schools that are at a great distance from the 
homes of the children. This attitude has lately been emphasized 
to a great extent by the death of a promising Indian lad from 
Lakkalzap whilst in the care of the Lytton Industrial School. 

This case following so closely upon the death last year of a former

Referring to the low attendance, this matter was 
taken up with Reverend Norman Green when he called at the office 
recently, and every time I visited the school. He states em- 
phatioally that the children were not at the village but either 
at the canneries or elsewhere with their parents. It is true 
that since the Japanese left the Coast a number of Indians 
have been acting as watchmen at the various canneries, and a 
great number go to the canneries much earlier for repair work, 
cone 4age as early as March, whereas before very few migrated 
until June. 


There are forty-eight children at Kincolith who 
are of school age. According to Mr. Green's monthly reports, 
the highest number that were enrolled is 38. The average for 
the various months is listed hereunder:

As you are aware the regulations direct that 
married women whose husbands are physically capable 
of supporting them are not to be employed.

Thorne comes in this category and under these circum- 
stances it is regretted that His Lordship Bishop Rix 
did not apparently consider it advisable to nominate 
another teacher for this vacancy. 


However, as a special concession it has been 
decided to allow Mrs. Thorne to take charge of the 
second class room until the end of June, 1940, out 
her employment after that date cannot be approved. 
You should so inform Bishop Rix in order that he may 
nominate another teacher to take charge of the second 
class room at the beginning of the 1940-41 academic 
year.

‘e have received chool Inspector Davey’s report 
upon his visit to the above school on rebruary 12, 1947. 


Inspector Navey comments as follows:- 


“The pupils who began attending school in the 
fall have learned little. They are not ready tc stert 
work on a Preeprimer. The only pupil in Srade 7 who 
shows any development of “reading readiness" is « boy 
who Is repeating the year's work. 


“Pupils in the other grades are not able to ate 
temot work of their grade level. 


"rhe pupils were not clean on the dey of my visit. 


"This teacher finds the teacling too heavy with 
his Churon and Post Office work. ‘ic is apparently trying 
hard but lecks the training and p-rsonelity to be ef- 
fective.” 


Major MaoKey has further informed the Department 
thet the work of Mr. Johnston at FincolitR is very un- 
satisfactory. Apparently, Mr. Johnson does not like 
teaching and finds the work too difficult with nis other 
duties in connection with the Church and the Post Office. 


You will probably recall that this is a ree 
petition of our experience with the Heverend Mr. Green,

In connection with the Inspector's recommend= 
ations, I have to say thst ve will have no funds 
thie year to carry out sny of the above work. T 
shell ve pleased, however, to heve a report irow you 
stating, in detail, the work required to the foundation, 
in the erection of new toilete and in paintine the 
dnterior of the school. Please state tne total cost 
involved, “hen consideration will te given to providing 
funds for the purpose in our Eetimetes for the next 
fiscal year. 


The Inspector also states that there is a small 
leak in the roof of the school, but that thie matter was 
nointed out to you at the time of his inspection.

This building should be 
attached to the end of the present woodshed. ‘Whe toilets 
now in use should be taken down, and burned, and the 
ground filled in.

Some time ago, I wrotr a letter to teachers of all 
Indian day schools. A reply has recently been received from Miss 
Edith M. Aylwin, teacher of the Kincolith Indian Day School, in 
which she writes, in part, as follows:- 


"I do hope there will soon be a playground for the 
children. The school lot is 200 feet long but it is 
covered all over by trees, bushes and dead brush. The 
children and I did as much towards cleaning it as our 
strength would allow but it was a hopeless task. A board 
walk runs through the grounds to a little platform in front 
of the door. This walk, in places three feet or more from 
the ground, is all the school playground for my 52 pupils 
seers they cross the creek or go off in front of the 
church. 


"Then there is the problem of school wood. Coulda 
not this item be included in the yearly estimates and some 
provision made for it? It is hard to ask a man to wait 
months for his pay and often most inconvenient for the 
teacher to advance the money and wait months for a refund.” 


You might let me have an estimate of the cost of 
clearing sufficient Ground at this school to make room for the 
children's playground. 


The Department cannot understand the teacher's remarks 
regarding the wood. We are quite prepared to pay for the wood 
required at this school as soon as it is delivered. There is no 


reason why the teacher should have to pay for it and wait for a 
refund.

I may say that the necessity for the supply of 
a new heater for this school was questioned inasmuch 
as a new McClary Furnacette was provided in August, 
1944, on the recommendation of the Indian Agent who 
apparently considered this model sufficiently large 
to heat the cubic capacity of the classroom, contrary 
to the statement made by Mr.Anfield. The information 
now provided by the Agent indicates, however, that a 
replacement is necessary and it is recommended that 


authority be ae for the purchase of a new heater 


at a cost of $69.50 and new stove pipes at a cost of 


$1.45.

Re yours of November 5th, file 215-8-5650 4} is confirmed 
that a No. 17 McClary Furnacette was installed in gu+ at the 
Kincolith Indian Day School. It is considered that the reason 
this stove has deteriorated so rapidly is partly that it is a 
wartime model and also that 4t was too small to heat the cubic 
capacity of this classroom without being forced with consequent 
distortion of plates and walls. 


To emphasize the need of this stove, I quote from a letter 
received this morning from Rev. George Johnston, teacher at 
this schoole which states "just a note re the school heater, 
which I hope will soon arrive because the old one is in very 
bad shape and very dangerous during this severe weather, which 
has greatly depleted our fuel supply." I am now informed that 
the oil burners previously procurable at War Assets have been 
sold and will not, therefore, be available. Gordon & Anderson 
of Prince Rupert have a much iesgee brick lined heater avail- 
able for immediate purchase at $69.50. They have agreed to hold 
this heater for acceptance by return mail. 


It is recommended that this be purchased for shipment on 
December 8th, the last boat to Kincolith before Christmas. In 
addition to the stove, authority is requested to purchase 10 
lengths of 6" stove pipe @ 20¢ and 1-6" damper @ 25¢. In view 
of Mr. Johnston's. further statement it is considered that this 
purchase is urgent and your instructions by return mail will 
be appreciated.

This school was visited on October 16th and 
21st, 1948. There are 38 rete enrolled and attendance 
has been excellent since the people returned from the 
Canneries early this month. There is a new teacher at this 
School, Miss Kathleen Howe, B.A. She is doing very good work 
and there is every indication that the school will be filled 
to overcrowding within a month. 


A careful inspection of the school building was 
made, particularly of the foundations, which are more than 
one fourth submerged in water. There are 28 posts supporting 
the building, which is well over 40 years old. Nine of these 
posts (12 x Jots) are rotted right through at the ground and 
are held up only by spikes in the upper jotts. Rot in varying 
stages was noticed in about ten other posts. There is a dan- 
gerous lean on 16 posts at the rear of the building, at least 
3 complete bents at a e Actually, the butiding is 
being supported by an o. @an to woodshed on the lee side of 
the building, the roof of which has jammed under the eave of 
the main school roof, which is one-half pitch. Tt is my cone 
sidered opinion that the building is unsafe for further occu- 
pancy without immediate bracing. I called the Council into 
session and they inspected the building with me and agreed to 
cut six trees and wedge them as braces against the lee or 
sheltered wall of the school at once. 


The Council was asked if they would gve us a 
building for use as a temporary school. They offered the 
Department the Council Hall rent free, if we would do the re- 
pairs required to make it usable as a school. The Hall is 
panelled and in good shape; inside measurements are 22 x 28 
x 12 ft. with two small rooms suitable for cloakroom and 
supplies. The roof is in good shape, but without ridge boards 
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@ Outside porch and steps are rotted off. With the following 
epairs, this could be a most suitable temporary classroom. 
t is therefore, recommended that the following be purchased 
immediately, and the children moved into this building:

Tt 4s recommended that this work proceed 
4mmediately and a signal to start is requested, as T would 
like to have it underway before I go on statutory leave hett 
month. 


A survey of the children due back at this vile 
lage was made and I am convinced there will be in excess of 
50 pupils at Kincolith by the end of the month, or as soon 
as the fall seining 4s over and the families now at canneries 
return. This will call for a two room school, and T believe 
that once we get the children out of the present building and 
brace the walls, temporary posts could be put under the 
structure and the of it used as a senior classroom 
for the balance of the school year. It is with this in mind 
that I would like a new stove put in the Council Hall. I am 
also prepared to move the blackboard from the Crosby Home at 
Port Simpson and save the cost of ripping out the present 
boards. T believe that it would take two weeks work for 4 
men to put in mud sills, new posts and jack the building back 
4nto line for continued safe use on a limited basis. 


I should also mention that the Missionary, Rev. 
George Johnston, and family, are leaving Kincolith in November. 
Tt is likely that the Bishop will handle ministrations at Kin- 
colith by using the Mission boat and its travelling Clergyman 
for fortnightly calls for services. This would leave the 
Mission House available for rent by the Department. We could 
put two teachers in there comfortably. It would be unfurnished 
but perhaps furniture could be bought and later moved into the 
4nevitable new schoo] when constructed. 


To sum up:

1700 R.P.M, Estimated power load at this 
village is 42 K.W. Full information on this plant is on file 
at Mr. Webb's office as engine was purchased in 1948. The gen=- 
erator is from the original installation; condition of eng ine 
and generator good. 


- has a Petters diesel serial No. 
200558 of 12 - 14 H.P., 525 RoP.M. direct connected to a Fletcher 
generator No. 7785, 125 volt - 6% Amp. 525 R.P.M., both installed 
in 1928; condition only fair. Approximate power demand in this 
village is estimated at 15 K.W. The present generator is not more 
than 6 K.W. at the outside, and the plant is due for replacement. 


GREENVILLE ~ this village has a lighting plant 
which 4s a 50 H.P. Cummins, full diesel, serial no, unknown

It was purchese¢ in 1943 by the Army and turned over to the De- 
n 


partment in 1946 by the C.A.A.C. and transferred to Greenville. 
Tt is direct connected to a 20 K.W, 110 A.C. generator. Con-= 
dition good. Estimated load in this village is 4O K.W. at least. 


In general, the Department is strongly advised to 
wire these sdhools and to make provision for the installation of 
1000 Watt A.C. 110 Volt manually operated gasoline lighting 
plants in each school. In Indian villages, the commnity lants 
are only turned on in the late afternoon and run approximately 
to midnight. They are never operated in the mornings, During 
the winter months in our northern villages, even with school 


opening at 9:30 a.m, light is essential for at least 3 pene in 
the classrooms in the mornings and for in 
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the afternoons. With furnace heating, light would be required 

by the janitor as yearly as 7:00 A.M. in the winter months. 

In Greenville and Hartley Bay, these plants could also provide 
power for radiophones which at 4s hoped may be installed in both 
villages to provide better communications for medical emergencies. 
Both these villages are pretty well 4solated for three months 
each winter; Hartley Bay by storms and Greenville by freeze-up 

of the Naas River. 


It is, therefore, recommended that the use of 
village plants for power for these schools be not considered, 
but that they be wired and equipped with their own lighting 
units, For your information, we have Onan lighting plants at 
Kinecolith Nursing Station, Port Simpson Nursing Station, Kit= 
katla Nursing Station and Kitamaat Nursing Station; all operated 
successfully by women.

Copy of this letter is acknowledged only 
to state that your action with regard to the construction of 
these schools is appreciated and understood. 


It is obviously aware that you have done everything 
possible to implement the commencement of construction and it 
can only be hoped that the Department will see fit to get this 
work in hand without delay. 


For your information, we are ready to run concrete at 

Greenville if the Department will give us the go ahead signal 

and I am convinced that if the delivery of the billing could be 
made within a month, we could have a roof over this school by 

New Years. In view of the indecision, with regard to this work, 
I am holding operations at Kincolith and Hartley Bay strictly 

to excavation only. I am afraid I have interpreted your wording 
of “clearing of school sites” to include excavation, however, this 
will not hinder any program of building arrangements of the plan 
used. I cannot emphasize too strongly that we have competent men 
and edequate labor anxious and willing to proceed with this work. 
There is also a dire need for this type of work in these villages, 
as, following a disastrous fishing season, the Indians have 
flocked to their home villages in such numbers as to indicate imn- 
ediate two teachers at all our large schools and three at Port 


Simpson.

With further reference to correspondence regarding the 
recommended construction of prefabricated schools at Kincolith, 
Hartley Bay and Greenville, you will note from Superintendent 
Anfield's letter of October 17th attached, that in the case 
of the Lakalsap School preparations for the work, in anticipa- 
tion of the Department's approval, have proceeded to the extent 
that the concrete for foundations can be poured immediately, 
end that if delivery of the building can be made within ® month, 
which we sre certain can be arranged, the roof can be on by 
New Year's. 


You will note Mr. Anfield's reference to the need for 
employment at these Indian villages. Erection of these schools 
will provide some of that much-needed employment and in addition 
will ensure most urgently required classroom accommodation and, 
as previously pointed out, at 4 saving of several thousand 
dollars in each case. 


We sincerely hope that the absence of any reaction from 
the Department to this proposal indicates that steps re being 


taken to make the necessary funds available and that instructions 
to proceed will be received in the very near future.

With reference to Colonel Neary's army signal's message 
of January 16th, I am forwarding Superintendent Anfield's 
letter of January 2lst, wherein he reports with regard to 
the foremen employed on the three school construction 
projects in his Agency and also details the progress made 
on each project. 


We have experienced most extreme winter weather 
conditions in British Columbia during the past month and 
as construction could only be carried on at an exorbitant 
cost, it is felt that Mr. Anfield was wise in laying off 
the foremen temporarily. 


We had originally intended to ship the first building 
to Greenville but the Naas River froze three days before 
the building arrived and consequently it was diverted 
to Kincolith and the building intended for Kincolith was 
shipped to Hartley Bay. The third building is ready for 
shipment from Vancouver. 


There is some doubt as to whether or not we will be 


able to get to Greenville before the end of the fiscal year. 
You will be advised when work on these projects is resumed.

We also find it necessary to return Credit Voucher 206.

Of the estimated labour cost of $4250.00 including 
freighting and incidentals, we have expended from April 1, 1950 
to date the sum of $2403.93 by debit on Indian Agency Trust 
Account.

An accountable advance in the sum of $4000.00 has 
already been requested for labour and freighting on the roject. 
This is urgently needed as we are compelled to pay wage 1O 
weeks and I am not happy about debitting Agency Trust for these 
sums.

For your information the labour cost on the Kincolith

The voucher cost of materials to April 15, 1950 
is $17,835.56 which includes cost of the building, freight theredén 
to Prince Rupert, all material, inchuding cement, gravel, lumber 
etc. and all food supplies and camp equipment.

The labour cost on the Lakalsap job to March 31, 1950 
was $6349.46. With the $10,550.00 now requested, this indicates 


a total labour cost on the job of $16,899.46, including all boat 
and scow hire, freighting paid from Agency trust account. 
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The voucher cost of materials on this job to April 
15, 1950 is $23,159.92, which includes cost of building, all 
material, cement, gravel, lumber etc., also all food supplies 
and camp equipmejt. This sum plus the $7200.00 additional 
required for subcontracts indicates a total voucher cost of 
$30, 359.92, which amount plus total labour, indicates a gross 
cost on this job of $47,259.38, or $12,000.00 over and above 
my est4mte on this school of $35,000.00. 


This is accounted for by the fact that a crew was 
put into Greenville and due to an unexpected freeze-up, we were 
unable to get the building in behind them. The river became 
impossible and the crew were stranded there for a month, It 
took a major operation to get them out. TI also failed in 
estimating to give due weight to the difficulty in freighting 
up this river. The Greenville job was the first one we tackled 
using a white foreman and Indian labour. It proved a costly 
experiment. We then put the white crew in and got caught with 
the worst winter on record. 


The crew is now on the way back in to complete this 
job. It is still hoped that we may make up part, at least, of 
this deficit over the estimated cost, every effort will be made 
to do so. 


In the meantiue, it is requested that the accountable 


advance required to pay wages on this school may be speedily 
forthcoming.

The Diocese of New Westminster gave us ¥500.00 
towards it, the Indians ere going to raise ¥300 .00, 
end the balence I have to get elsewhere. It will 
cost about $2500.00. 1 em writing to you to ask you 
if you will help us out in this respect. 


The schools in the villase, 1 em more convinced 
than ever, are ebsolutely necessary in order that the 


new schoolamsey have its proper quote of children from 
/ —tTdse villares. Already it is very evident thet the 

work of these school hes added a larve number of pupils 

to the Alert Bay Boerding Sehool, end in the future

Last year you were kind enough to help us stert 
the school et Fort Rupert by a crant of 440.00 per 
month. We obtuined a teacher who knew the lengusse 
and who did very good end important work in starting 
the school, but 440.00 a month is not quite enough

I would like you, if you can possibly do it, to add 
to thet salary. iI think that it is quite as well 
worth $76.00 as either of the other two schools, and 
you will see by reports that, for e start, she has 
made a good record. 

I regret that the saluvu Lishiauy has proven more 
or less a feilure, and es this is the third year in 
whieh the Indisns have not made sood weces, J am efreid 
thet the winter will be & hard one. 

However, we will heave to do ovr best, and,as far 
es we are concerned,we will try to sive them all thet 
is possible in the way of medicel, social, end relisious 
attention.

The teacher at the Indian School, Kingcome 
inlet is Miss Eva I. Dyer. The teacher et Hina- 
T kulla, Village Island, is Miss M. Nixon. The 
teacher at Fort Rupert is to be Miss Cadwalleder, 
but arrangements have not yet been completed, and 
I will inform you very shortly as to what is being 
done at that Village. 


Miss Dyer is a qualified Public School Teacher 
both in Canada and the United States. Miss Nixon 
has taught for many years at Alert Bay in the Indian 
Girla Boarding School, end Miss Cadwalladerfiot at- 
tended Normal School, and has no teaching qualifi- 
cations, other than the ordinary school education, 
plus an intimate knowledge of the Indiens at Fort 
Rupert and the ability to speak their lancuage. 


We are getting her to start in to see just how 
matters come out after the first school year. I am 
of the opinion that she will do good work amongst 
those Indians, as she and her family are looked up 
to by all the Indians of the tribe. At the present 
time there is a doubt of being able to obtain her 
services, but I shall know shortly when I visit the 
place, and will inform you.

Vnjle Captain Barry, Department School Inspector 
and myself were paying an official visit to the Indian Day 
School at Kingcome village, it was made known to us that the 
teacher, Miss L.K. Solomon, would be leaving at the end of the 
present term as her sister who is the missionary-nurse there 
has accepted a position elsewhere, 


The matter was discussed as to future arrange- 
mats being made, and Captain Barry and myself are of the opinion 
this being an isolated place, a man teacher would be more accept- 
able if this could be arranged, as we both feel his presence in 
this isolated spot would be more in the interests of the Depart- 
ment and all concerned. Miss Solomon has not as yet actually 
forwarded her resignation, but it is understood she will be 
doing so in the course of a short time, and my reason for writing 
the Department at this time is that our views on the matter may 
be on record and when the time comes if at all possible we would 
like to see a man appointed to this position. If possible, a 
married man would be most suitable, especially if his wife could 
act as Field Matron to do the required nursing in the village. 

I might also add this matter was taken up with Archbishop De 
Pencier who paid me a visit yesterday, and he is thoroughly in 
accord with the suggestion. ~ 


At the present time the arrangements are the 
Department pays the school teacher a salary of $65.00 per month 
for ten months together with supplying the fuel for the school 
and teacher's residence. The Church pays the Field Matron 
$65.00 per month plus living allowance. It appears to me if 
we could obtain the services of a married couple at a joint 
salary of $130.00 to be paid as under present arrangements, 
plus living allowance and fuel, this would be very suitable 
for the work in this location, and would solve some of the 
difficulties which we have had in the past.

The day schools at Campbell River, Cape 
Mudge, and Alert Bay are in splendid shape and a real credit 
to the Department, While the Missionary schools at 
Village Island, Kingcone Inlet» Quatsino and Smiths Inlet 
which were built by various Missions with assistance from 
the Vepartment are in fair state of repair, they are 
difficult to administrate. I feel the Department should own 
these schools and have full administrative powers as the 
buildings are on reserves. I would recomiend if and when 
funds are available the Department should purchase any 
equity the Missions may have in these buildings to avoid 
any future complications which may arise between the Indians 
and interested parties.

The Kingcome Inlet Day School is also a 
Mission School built by the Church of England. It serves the 
four Kingcome tribes. The progress made here is very 
satisfactory, our main dif‘iculty being in keeping the 
children at school. There are 40 pupils on the roll who 
should attend regularly. I would draw the Department's 
attention to the averase for the quarter ending December 
3lst, 1936, which is 15.88. The quarterly return for March 
Slst has not as yet been received but the average undoubtedly 
will be lower still. This location for a village is against 
the best in erests of the Indians and .as been reported to the 
Department on several occasions. The poor average is caused 
through the Indians leaving the village and wintering at 
Gwayasdums Heserve where there is no school. It isa

On previous occasions I have reported to the 
Department the undesirability of the Kingcome village 
Yeceaene © permanent village owing to annual floods during 
the freshet. 


Recently I have been advised by the teacher at 
Kingoome they had six feet of water all around the village 
and that 1t was necessary for them to use a rowboat when 
going from phace to place. I am informed no damage was done, 
and can only account for this through the fact that the 
houses are built on posts sufficiently high for the water 
not to enter and destroy all their effects. I understand, 
however, quite a lot of food was destroyed during the flood. 


This letter is being written with the specific 
purpose of my views being on record as to the unsuitability 
of this location for a village. I have mggested to the 


Indians that a more suitable location should be found as 
I am afraid sooner or later serious damage will result.

I kave read a letter from Mr. Todd, 
Indian Agent, Kwawkewlth Agency, with regard to the 
salary being paid to Miss P.M.Arrowsmith, the teacher 
of the Kingcome Inlet Indian Day School in his Agency. 


While I am not able to say as Mr. Todd 
does that Miss Arrowsmith is "a very wonderful person and 
a splendid teacher" I do consider that she has made a 
success of her work at the Kingcome Inlet School. 


Owing to the fact that Miss Arrowsmith 
was herself educated in a private school, and for some 
years taught in such schools, she had great difficulty 
in adapting herself to conditions in the Kingcome Inlet 
Indian Day School. Her technique has improved greatly 
during the past two years. 


Miss Arrowsmith has arranged for a 
Kindergarten Class for pupils between the ages of four 
years and six years. These children are taught for a 
shorter time daily than the older pupils. 


As Miss Arrowsmith only holds a Second 
Class B.C.Certificate I do not consider that she should 
be given the same salary as that given to our teachers 
holding a First Class Certificate. The facts relating 
to the nature of the certificate held are ignored by 
Mr. Indian Agent Todd, who bases.his argument on the number 
of pupils taught. In gener:l the teachers in Indian 
Day Schools hol@ing a First Class Certificate receive either 
$90.00 $95.00 or $100.00 per teaching month, 


Miss Arrowsmith shares the Mission House 
with the Missionary Nurse. During January and february 1938 
no classes were held as the children were out of the village 
as reported on April 8th 1938 in my last report on the school. 
From September to the end of March 1938 the Kingcome Inlet 
Day School was only open for seventy six days in all. 
Miss Arrowsmith mentioned the subject of increased salary when 
I saw her last but I disduraged her making a definite application 
at that time, pointing out that she had a share of the Mission 
House, in addition to her pay, which was certainly worth something. 
I stated that in most cases teachers receiving a greater salary 
had to pay for house accommodation. 


I do not however wash to negative Mr. Todd's 
recommendation that Miss Arrowsmith be given $900.00 per annum 
and shall content myself by recommending that not more than 
$90.00 be paid Miss Arrowsmith per teaching month in future. 
This will make it possibie the school on an eight month 
year should such a co e be fi n ssary later.

I am forwarding herewith my report on the 
Kingcome Inlet Indian day school, Anglican Church, 
Kwawkewlth Agency, which I inspected on June 12th. 


I regret to inform you that the progress of 
the school does not appear to me to have been as 
satisfactory during the past year as has been the 
case formerly. The teacher would appear from the 
records to have been ill at least twice, involving 
a loss of five school days on each occasion. 


From various sources I understand that it is 
the practice of the teacher to attend Indian dances 
on the local Indian Reserve, some of which dances 
may in fact be open to objection on the ground that 
Indians from other Indian Reserves attend without 
permission and take part in tribal dances. May I 
refer you to matter appearing in a recent issue of 


The Log of The Columbia. 


In general I am of the opinion that the 

teacher should be warned by the Department that the 
last report on the Kingcome Inlet Indian day school 

is not altogether satisfactory, that under no circum- 
stances should she attend Indian dances while teacher 
of the school, and that if her work is not more satis- 
factory when next reported on her future services will 
not be required. 


While it would be better to have a change of 
teachers at this school next September, Miss Arrowsmith's 
previous work makes it impossible for me to ack for her 
dismissal at the present time. I did suggest to her that 
she had perhaps been long enough at Kingcome Inlet, five 
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years, and that she might perhaps seek nomination to 
another position through the Right Rev. G.A. Rix, D.D., 
Bishop of Caledonia or attempt to obtain a position 

in a Provincial school.

I should like to mention the Splendid work being 
Carried sn at Kingcome by Miss arrowsmith, teacher, and 
Miss Vivash, Nurse. This mission i: very isolated and these 
two ladies are renderins services to the Indians and the 
Department of untold value. ‘hey are both very much liked by 
the Indixns themselves, und I should like to particularly 
mention the good work being done by Miss .rrowsmith. 
She is a music teacher und has taught the Indian boys and 
girls sufficient so that they now have 4 very @0od orchestra 
and band in the village. It is hardly believable that one 
could accomplish so much in @ short Spuce of time; it has 
meant a lot of hard work on her part in addition to her 
regular school duties and she deserves ereat credit for her 
efforts.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
December 1, in which you seek information with respect 
to reports received by this Department on the work of 
Miss Phyllis Arrowsmith, teacher at the ‘in-come [nlet 
Indian Day School. 


Reports received from school inspectors 
and field officials become part of the public records 
and it has not been the policy or practice of covernnents 
at any time to suoply copies of these, to parties who may 
seek to secure copies. All such reports, of course, ere 
liable to be tabled in the House of Commons bu* only after 
a formal motion for their tabling has been passec in the 
House of Comnons. 


It is just possible that “iss Arrovsmith's 
health has been to some extent responsible for tne adverse 
reports that have reached this Branch in respect to her 
work. The Inspector in his report intimates that Arith- 
metic in Grade 1 is weak. He states that he explained to 
the teacher that much more thorough teaching was needed 
and that he taught a lesson in Arithmetic to prove to her 
that a very good knowledze of the subject matter could 
easily be obtained with greater care in the vresentation 
of the lessons. The Inspector states that in seneral the 
pupils are very backward. Grade “7, for example, he states, 
made a “ic Score of only @ in the B. C. Achievement Test, 
the Norm being in this case 19. It is noted that the

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teacher was ill twice for five days each time during 
the school year and that the chool was closed during 
these periods. 


It has been reported also to the Department 
that tt has been the practice of this teacter to attend 
Indian dances on the reserve. You are probably aware 
that it has been the solicy of the Department in recent 
years to discourage 4 great many of these tribal dances. 
The officials here have learned from experience that 
these dances are in no sense uplifting and often lead 
to a number of abuses. 


I have today written to “ajor TD. ¥. Mackay, 
Indian Conmisstoner for British Columbia, ané sus ested 
to him that he interview you 4n connection with this 
matter. It is altorether likely, therefore, that ‘ajor 
Mackay or Inspector Barry, or hoth of them, may call 
upon you in the {amediate future. In the neantime, I 
may state thatéts not possible for the Department to 
seriously consider the advisability of increasinz this 
tea cher's salary, in view of the reports on file 
relating to her work.

At your request I have considered with some care 
Devartmental letter 156-17-1 of May 25th and attached corresnondence. 


As Mr. Indian agent Todd has submitted his recommen- 
dations with regard to the future operation of certain Indian Day 
chools in the iwawkewlth agency direct to the Department and as 
the Denartment has seen fit to renly directly to Mr. Todd, I cane 
not help but feel that I have been placed in an awkward position. 
However, as you request my suggestions, I would recommend as 

follows: 


As the Indians do not return to Jillagze Island until 
quite late in the year, I would recommend thet Mamalillikulla 
Indian Day School be operated from Januery lst to May Slst yearly. 
This would place the school definitely in the catesory of a parte 
time school and would, incidentally, save the Department the 
teecher's salary for three months for at present authorization has 
been given for an academic term lasting from November lst, 1940, to 
June 30th, 1941. 


A report on the conditions at this school is siven on 
page 6 of my curvey Report On Small Indian vay Schools, dated 
January 6, 1940. Ly mein reason for recommending that this school 
be put on a part-time basis is that there is a very smell average 
attendance except, perhaps, between January lst and May Slst yearly. 


Owing to the small attendance in September and June, 
I consider that the uatsino Indian Vay School should only be opere- 
ated from October 1st to May Slst yearly. Authority is at present 
given by the Department for this sehool to operate from October l, 
1940, to June 30, 1941. Should my suggestion be followed, you 
would save the salary of the teacher for one month at this schoole

On page 7 of my Survey On Small Indian Vay Schools I pointed out 
that in June last all the Indians had moved away from the village. 


With regard to the Kingcome Indian Day Sehool, the 
present decision to operate the school on a six months basis from 
January lst to June 30th is, in my opinion, quite satisfactory, 
thoueh even here it might have been better to operate from 
January 1st to May Slst yearly as has been recommended in the case 
of the Mamalillikulla Indian bay School. 


the Campbell iver and the Cape Mudge Indian Day 
Schools are located quite near to one another and misht well be 
treated in the same way at present authorization has been given 
for the Campbell iver school to be opened from October 1, 1940, 
to Nay 31, 1941. the attendance during the month of June at tiese 
schools is, in most years, quite low and I would recommend that in 
the case of both the Campbell iver and the Cape Mudge Indian Vay 
Schools the authorized academic term be from October lst to May slst 
yearly. 


Should my suggestions as outlined above be followed, 

a considerable saving in teachers! salaries could be effected. he 
case of the alert Bay Indian Vay School is, however, in an entirely 
a@ifferent catecory. “he B.C.Packers Ltd. intend to operate their 

cannery at Alert Bay this year. his cannery has been closed for a 
number of years. che result will be that during the months of July, 
August and September a very large number of children, purils of the 
Kingcome Inlet and Mamalillikulla included, will be at Alert Bay. 


At Alert cay Indian vay School the present authorized 
term is from October l, 1940, to June 30, 1941. while this is a 
perfectly satisfactory arrangement, I would stronsly recommend that 
during the months of August and September 1940, alert Jay Indian 
Day Sehool be operated as a two vivision Summer Gehool, the teachers 
being paid their usual monthly salary. If the Department follows 
my suggestions with regard to the other schools in the Kwawkewlth 
Agency, there will no doubt be more than sufficient funds saved on 
their operation to finance the suggested Alert Bay Summer chool.

In replying to circular letter of May 10, 1940, 
regarding the operation of Indian day schools for the 
academic year 1940-41 Indian Agent Todd writes as 
following in connection with the Kingcome Inlet School: 


"The Kingcome Indian Day School has always been 
one of our problems and worries. When the Indians are 
at home, the school has always had a good attendance and 
been successful, but on account of there being no means 
of livelihood for the Indians at Kingcome, they must 
leave there and go on their traplines or dig clams from 
the time the fishing seas is over until the New Year 
and has resulted in very poor attendance, in fact two 
years ago there were very few children in the village 
until after the New Year. Quite a number of these 
children will be in Alert Bay living with their parents 
and will be ing to the Alert Bay Day School, and I do 
not believe it would affect the children's education very 
much if this school was not opened until January lst of 
each year. I would therefore recommend that the Kingcome 
School open on the lst of January and remain open until 
June 30th.” 


In view of this information we are advising him 
that the Department approves the school operating from 
January 1 to June 30, 1941. If, however, you are aware 
of any reason why we should change this decision please 

y let me know.

With reference to your letter of December 6th with 
enclosure, I beg to advise that by arrangement Rev. A.D. Greene 
visited this office today when the subject matter of the above 
referred to correspondence was discussed. Inspector Barry was 
present during the entire interview, 


As a result of an examination of all the circum- 
stances involved Mir. Greene, Capt. Barry and I agreed that it 
would be best to permit Miss Arrowsmith to complete the current 
school year at Kingcome and that if at all possi ble arrangements 
be made during the summer recess to secure her trensfer, prefer=- 
ably as second or third teacher, to another Day School. 


Mr. Greene did not press the question of a salary 
increese for Miss Arrowsmith. 


The annual inspection of the Kingcome School will 
be made before Easter when a further report on Miss Arrowsmith's 
work will be submitted by Capt. Barry. 


Perhaps I should add that Rev. Mr, Green expressed 
the opinion that Miss Arrowsmith had been somewhat indiscreet in 
her associations with the young men of the Reserve and also that 
she had undertaken too many activities of a missionary character 
and thus limited the time aveileble for the preparation of her 
school work.

If this nomination meets with the Department's 
approval I suggest that he should begin his work there

The following schools were visited and inspected during the 
month: Kingcome Inlet, Villase Island, Cape Mudge and Campbell 
River. I found everythins satisfactory at all schools with the 
exception of Kingcome, which was closed on account of no parents 
being in the village. ‘he teacher informed me there were only 
two children in the village, and she did not think it was suffi- 
cient to hold school. I have however since visiting there 
received a letter from her stating that she opened school on 
Monday, February 17th, and that there were three children in 
school. I checked up with the parents to find out when they 
would be sometime in March, but that they were not certain as 
yet. A separate report is being forwarded in cornection with 
this school. I might state I was very favourably impressed 


with the new teachers at Kingcome, Mrs, Massey, and regret that 
she has not had a more worthowhiie term as yet.

I have discussed with Inspector Barry the 
early closing of the :ingcone inlet Indian Day School 
and the delay in forwarding Quarterly Heturns. I find 
that he has inquired into the whole matter with consid- 
erable care. 


It would appear that iiss Arrowsmith closed the 
“inegcome Inlet Day School when all the Indians had left 
that village. Her explanation that owing to the absence 
of Indians, she was unable to hire a boat to take her to 
Alert Bay would annear to be valid. it was, therefore, 
impossible for her to communicate with ire Indian Agent 
Todd at that time. She returned to Vancouver direct in 
the regular way, by Union Steamship, and not via Alert 
Bay and informs Inspector Farry that she mailed the 
Quarterly Return of her school as soon as she could

I am in receipt of your letter of the 17th 
instant enclosing a letter from the Archbishop of 
New Westminster nominating Rev. E. Cole as teacher 
of the Kingcome Inlet Indian Day School. 


The last paragraph of the Archbishop's letter 
reads as follows: 


"If this nomination meets with the Department's 
approval I suggest that he should begin his work there 
by the middle of October for, from the experience of 
previous years, there will be quite a number of Indians 
and their families returning to Kingcome by that time." 


If you refer to officlal letter of May 25 which 
referred to 4 letter received from Indian Agent Todd 
it is evident that very few children returned to 
Kingcome before the first of the year and consequently 
the Indian agent suggested a six-month term from 
January to June. When this was submitted to Inspector 
Barry he recommended reducing the term by one month 
but he also mentioned January 1 as the opening date. 
In this connection I refer to your letter of July 3. 


As far as this Branch is concerned our officials 
in the field,who should be conversant with local con- 
ditions, appear to be unanimous that there is not much 
advantage in operating a day school at Kingcome Inlet 
before January 1. I, therefore, consider that you 
should advise the Archbishop of New Westminster that 
very careful consideration has been given to the 
situation at Kingcome Inlet and as a consequence it is

Replying to your letter 15/6/5671 dated 
December 19th and addressed to Mr. Greene, I am glad to 
read that you ani Inspector Barry, as well as Mr. Todd, 
the Indian agent, are prepared to recommend to Ottawa 
that the Indian Day School at Kingcome Inlet be re- 
opened ror this coming term endin, May 50th or thereavouts. 


Mr. Greene has informed me that every effort 
he has made to date, both in Bhe Province ana in Eastern 
Canada, has failed so far as securing & certified teacher 
is concerned, and he also informs me that in his considered 
opinion we might well nominate Mr. E. W. Christmas of "Mink 
Lake Farm", Margo, Sask., for the position, in spite or the 
fact that Mr. Christmas is not, nor never has been, 4 
teacher. Mr. Greene, from correspondence with Mir. Christmas 
and references he has secured regarding him, ventures to oifer 
the following comments in support oi his recommending to me 
that as an alternative, Ii. Christmas be nominated as the 
teachere 

"First of all, everything in the correspondence 
goes to show that Mr. Christmas is © man of excellent moral 
character, judging from his reputation in loose Jaw, Sask., 
up to the year 1930, an. his subsequent career as @ farmer 
near Margo, Saske 


Secondly as to his general ability. The 
correspondence again suggests a man of culture and good 
education, but as far as we at present know, his schooling 
ended in the Gravesend County School, Kent, England, but 
his gifts are varied in that he is a keen agriculturist, 
and is eager to encourage the development of self-supporting 
Indians at the Kinge we INdian Reserve along the lines of 
intensive gardening.

On receipt of this letter, I communicated with 
Rt. Rev. Sir ¥.C.C. Heathcote of New Westminster, under whose 
diocese the school is situate, advising that according to the 
Indian Avent Mr. Christmas was not making the success of his 
work that was expected and that it was Suggested that he be 
replaced at the end of the present term but before referring 
the matter to you his comments would be appreciated. I have 
since received a call from the Bishop who objected to the 
release of kir, Christmas at the expiry of the present term 
on the grounds that a poor teacher was better than none at all, 
a view with which I do not agree, as amongst other reasons, it 
prevents the employment of a more qualified teacher for the 
school in question. 


Following the receipt of this letter, I endeavoured 
to have the school visited by the *rovincial School Inspector 
for the district, but as Kinzcome Inlet is not on the regular 
course of travel by the coastal boats, it will be impossible 
for him to get in to the school until the fall. Meanwhile, the 
only recommendation that I am prepared to make in the mtter, 
apart from discontinuance of Mir, Christmas! services,is that 
his re-employment be contingent on his taking a course of 
summer school training at Victoria during the present year and

Sir:- 

I beg to call your attention to the necessity 
of vrecting a day-school at Gwaya at the head of 
Kingcame Inlet. 

There is a large village of up- 
wards of 300 Indians at this place and about 40 child- 
ren of school age,we have a school at Gwayasdums 
where these Indians stay from liovember to “arch, hut 
it is most important we should follow them when they 
go to their sumner village at Cwaya. 

Five hindred dollars would build 
a very substantial school. 

Permit me also to remind you of a 
letter received from Ottawa last Setober, containing

foundations and racked it very much. I had it reised at that 
time and put new foundation poste under it and while it was able 
to be used for some time after it could n& be made very much 
of as the walls could not be plumbe@, since then it has gradually 
got worse and in addition dry rot has set im on the end of the 
posts and the end of rafters, and it would cost more to put the 
building right than to build a new one. One of the Indians, George 
Scow asked me if the Depertment would be willing to sell him the 
lumber and he woujd tear it down and cut it up into various 
lengths for a small house he intended pbuilding. He said he was 
willing to pay $75.00 for it which I think it is all it ie worth and 
I would ecommend it be sold.

I am enclosing two emall pictures of the new school at 
Kingcome. It has been completed inside and out, with comfortable quarters 
overlooking the River. The Indians helped remarkably, well and would 
have done better but were not allowed. The Wakeman Band voted $200.00 
towards the building specially for the finishing of the interior of the 
school. The Columbia Cosst Mission was finishing the nurses quarters, 
and supplied the Indians with material with the understanding that they 
would meet the bill with their #200.00, But tho’ they sent in letters 
signed by all the members of the Band later, I was told, Mr Halliday 
visited the village and vetoed the gift. Said i€ was contrary to de> 
partment rules to allow Indians to vote the “interest” for such purposes. 

I do not know about this,but you will,and I know you will x 
set it right if possible 
T am enclosing fuel pills which we have paid, and which last 
year you were good enough to say the Department would meet. This prob- 
ably ought to be sent through Mr Helliday but I find it difficult to deel 
with him and much more satisfactory to deal direct with the Department.

Dear Sir; 


I have received a letter dated Se tember 18, 1952, 
from Miss Lily K. Solomon with regard to the qeck of desks at 

the Kingcome Inlet Indien Day School. As TIT was away from my 

office here till nearly the end of October my answer is dated 
October £9th. Copies of Miss Solomon's letter and my reply 

are attached for the information of the Repartment. 

Reference is suggested to my report on the Kingcome 
Inlet Indian Day School forwarded to your office on April 8th, 
and which was sent to The Secretary of the Department in Ottawa, 
under your 15/24605, on that date. 

You will note that I reported an attendance of 30 
children on the day of my inspection, while there were 35 on the 
roll of the school, and only 9 Number 4 and 11 Number 3 Crown 
School Desk Sections giving seating for 20 children. 

To overcome this very unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs, I recommended (Very strongly) the supply of the foliowing 

© Front Sections No.3. 2 Rear Sections No.3. 

1 Front Section No.4. 1 Rear Section No. 4. 

1 Front Section No.5. 6 Yesk Sections No.5. 

end 1 Rear Section No. 5. 

In my report I showed how these would provide seating 
for 10 extra children, bringing up the number of evaileble seats 
to 30 the number of children actually present during the inspection. 

The lack of proper seating accommodation near the 
light may lead to serious eye trouble. The schoolroom which is 

only 2 few years old is very badly designed for a schoolroom, 
es it is intended for use as & church. At the best the system 
of lighting is very poor. 

I beg to recommend that addition to those Front, 
Rear, and Desk Sections recommended in my previous report, the 
following be now supplied to the Kingcome Inlet Indian Day School:. 


1 Front Section No. 2. 6 Desk Sections No.2. 

1 Rear Section No.?. 
These s ould be Crown Single School Desks, as manufactured by 
the Tait Pipe Co. of Vancouver, as the previous desks supplied 
to this school were of this kind. 

If the attendance continues to grow above 40 it 
will be necessery for some of the children to be sent to a 
Residential School. The present schoolroom will not eccommodate 
such a number, even if the teacher could handle them. 

The above is now a very urgent matter, and my 
recommendations are placed at a minimum. A Blackboard 12ft. 
by at least 24 ft. would also seem to be required to increase 


the space available for seat work exercises.

The school term opened on September 6th with thirteen 

fildren present. Many of the Indians have come back since, and 
«ast Friday we had twenty one present. Tomorrow we expect to 
have at least thirty, as we have now thirty-nine pupils on the 
roll. I suppose a few will not come in until after the fishing 
up the river closes. We have all grades up to and including 
Grade five. We need desks very badly as we have only sixteen at 
present. The pupils cannot do good work unless they have 
satisfactory desks. Last week I sent a requisition to Mr.Halliday 
asking for a dozen desks, but with the number of pupils now 
enrolled we should have at least two dozen. 


I find the blackboard space very limited also. 
With so many grades it is necessary to put a great deal of seatwork 
on the blackboards. If ome could be placed at the back of the 
room or between the windows it would help a great deal. 


I think that the pupils are doing well & we hope to 
pass them into higher grades as soon as possible.

On my return from a long inspection tour I 
was handed your letter of the 18th September. As you 
state that you have requisitioned for a dozen desks 
through the Indian Agent at Alert Bay, and now finf that 
two dozen will be necessary, I can do nothing in the matter 
till I have communicated with Mr. Halliday. 


In my last report on your school I recommended 
the supply of 2 Front Sections No 3. 2 Rear Sections No.8. 
1 Front Section No.4. 1 Rear Section No.4. 1 Front Section No.6, 
6 Desks Sections No.& and 1 Rear Section No 5. All Crown Single 
School Desks. If my report had been acted on at the time 
the above mentioned desks and sections would have provided 
accommodation for 10 children in addition to those provided for 
by the 20 Desk Sections now in the room 

You may rest assured that the matter of the 
provision of new desks and more Blackboard space is now being 
considered by the Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Perry.

I would request authority to expend the 
sum of approximately thirty dollars for lumber and the 
necessary labour for the construction of two toilets for 
the Indian Day School at Kingeome Inlet. If the necess- 
ary authority is obtained, it is desired that this work 
be proceeded with and completed before the school session 
commences on September lst next. 


Two dozen school desks are urgently needed 
at this school, and if possible I would recommend that 
the necessary authority be given for this purchase, 


Recommendations made by the Inspector of 
Indian Schools to the effect that the school building at 
this place should be provided with extra windows, cannot 
be proceeded with until permission has been received from 
Church authorities, as the building used for school pur- 
poses was erected by and is the property of the Anglican 
Diocese of New Westminster. The agreement at this place 
is that the Department Supplies the fuel and makes provision 
for all repair work so long as the building is used for Day 
School purposes.

Authorities. 


In view of the fact that the late Indian Agent 
Mr. Halliday, in presenting his estimates for the current 

fiscal year, failed to make provision for any of the above= 
mentioned services and in view of a very strong recommendation 

by the Inspector of Indian Schools to myself that it ie most 
desirable that the first mentioned service should be authorized 

I would recommend that authority be granted if possible to lire 
llewnham to expend the sum of 430,00 for the construction of the 
toiletea and should the Department approve, the Indian Agent 

could be instructed to include in his 1934-35 estimates the 
school desks and other repairs required,that is, if the Depart- 
ment has no funds from which expenditure of new desks can be 

made at presente I understand from Inspector Barry that a con- 
siderable number of the children are now sitting on boxes at this 
school and he considers that the late Indian Agent should have 
made requisition at the proper time last Fall when submitting 

the estimates.

Regerding the desks, I have to say that the De 
partment will have no funds this yeer to provide the cost. The 
school will have to carry on under the present arrangements 
for seating the pupils. 


The Department will approve of an expenditure 
not exceeding the sum of $30 in constructing two toilets. You 
should arrange with the Agent to have this work performed. 

The moterial required should be purchased from indicated 
sources and Indian labour used, if possible. I enclose en- 
cumbrance certificare cuthorizing the expenditure for the 
purpose of supplying the material snd labour in the erection 
of the toilets. After the work has been completed, you should 
forwerd an account, in triplicate, properly certified, covering 
the cost of the material and also for the labour. Please 
state on each copy of the sccount that the expenditure was 
incurred under cuthority of E. R. No. 744. 


The Agent should be instructed to include, in his 
1934-36 Estimates the expenditure required in supplying the 
number of desks needed at this school. ond, when our Estimates 
are being prepored, consideration will be given as to whether 
the amount can be included.

I request authority for a further expenditure 
of Thirty Dollars to cover the cost of erection of toilets 
for use at Kingcome Inlet Day Schoole This work has not been 
completed and is still in progress. 


One unforeseen contingency in connection with 
this work is the fact that two weeks ago a somewhat serious 
flood occurred at Kingcome village, which not only delayed the 
work, but rendered it necessary to change the type of construc- 
tion originally decided upon with a view to the possibility of 
these buildings being carried away in the event of future floods, 

eing obviated. This necessitated additional lumber being ob- 
tained and more labour, which includes a certain amount of 
difficulty encountered in conveying this lumber from the mouth 
of the Kinecome River to the village by canoe, 4 distance of 
four miles. I am informed by long residents in that district 
that a flood of this magnitude has not occurred in the Kingcome 
valley within their knowledge, and this is @ situation which I 
will watch and report on later if occasion requires.

Replying to your letter of April 7th in which 
you request if I consider a 6 x 4 vlackboard absolutely nec- 
essary for the Kingcome Inlet Day School, I wish to point out 
I have, since receiving your communication, accompanied by 
Capt. Gel. Barry, Inspector of Schools, visited this school 
and it was decided this blackboard was necessary for the eff- 
icient carrying on of work in this school. In view of this, 
I would recommend that the Department purchase one black 
Hyloplate blackboard size 6 x 4'. 


I note you also advise that owing to lack of 
funds, the Department is not prepared to purchase twenty-four 
desks for this school at the present time. This I am very 
sorry indeed to learn, because I feel if the Department could 
gee the difficulties under which these children have to be 
accommodated, I am sure an effort would be made to supply 
seating facilities. This matter has been reported according 
to our files, on and off for the past two years; in 1932 the 
Department requested we bring the matter before them after 
the end of the fiscal year, and last year this item was put 
in the Estimates with a strong recommendation that they be 
supplied. 


Since taking over the Agency, my policy has 
been to curtail all unnecessary expenditure, but this is one 
case where I feel I must appeal to the Department if it is 
at all possible to furnish this school with the desks requested. 
At the present time the children are sitting on packing boxes 
of all shapes and sizes and the same are being used for desks. 
I mignt also point out there are Indian children in this vill- 
age who are not attending school and it is difficult for me to 
insist upon them going when they must sit on packing boxes. 


I therefore again appeal to you to have these 
desks furnished this school.

As to the heathen potiach and dancing, referred to, having 
made the attendance of children emall at that school, I have the 
honour to state that Mr.Inspector Green was not rightly informed 
The Indians of Kispiax, whose children make up the attendance 
were during last winter chiefly in the woods logging. 

In so far a6 the socalled potiaeh is concerned, it was mere- 
ly a memory feast attended by the old heathens of Kuldoe, Kisge- 
gas and Kitwankool. Really, no objectionable feature is, in my 
opinion, connected therewith. There ie no dancing practised 
amongst the Indians of this district in any shape, unless the 
crow-1ike hopping about of an old Indian, in ancient costume,

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can #0 be termed. If more than one engaged therein, it oan be 
likened to a pantomime not unlike the movements in & minuet per- 
formed by ptarmigans, plus the grotesque in array and accompani- 
ment of grunts. 

The Indians attending & feast - and I do not think 
that there will be another for want of patronage - are the old 
Indians that epend all the year on the hunting ground, and, 80 
fer, it remains their sole diversion for about two weeks during 
the long winter. They are law-abiding and loyal, and seldom ever 
give evidence of their existence unless when meekly coming in to 
trade, whereas the precocious, of the paper-coller kind, have 
constantly their little fires kindled for something to fry. 


Regarding the Indian day school building, said by the in- 
spector to be required at Kispiax, I will report upon the same 
as soon as a plan, in duplicate, can carefully be prepared and 
properly laid before the Department inclusive concerning incid- 
entals.

They stated that the Rev.R.W.Lee,Missionary and teacher 
for the past two years has now left the village and Agency,and 
Miss.Richardson,the nurse,who did a good work has gone to AlbergE 
so they are without anyoneeThey claim that when it is lett wi A 
the missionary to teach the school,the school is not properly 
cared for. 

I consider the Indians have ample cause to complain of the- 
way the schcol has been conducged of late.If a missionary does 
his work properly he will be a busy man in this large villare.And 
if a teacher does his work well,with fifty-nine children of school 
age in the village and forty-three enrolled,there is sufficient 
work in the school for nine months of the year for any one person 
however well qualified. 

hese people are very anxious for their children to be taught 
and when a suitable teacher,like Miss.Klippert(now at Metlakatla) 
and Miss.Kemp (mow teacher at Kitwangar),who formerly taught this 
school,were the teachers,the children attended well,made progress 
and the parents were satisfied. 

The Rev.R.¥.Lee received a salary of $800.00,#500.00 of this 
being the grant from the Department to the Methodist Missionary 
Society for the school,this being supplemented by $300.00 from the 
Missionary Society.Mr.Lee was expedted to do and 41d,miseionary 
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Be 
& among the whites,and was often away from the Indian village, 


The school has not received fair treatment the past year,and 
the Indians are afraid the same may happen again. 

I would respectfully but strongly recommend that the church 
authorities be dcumiseioned With an order that a suitable teacher 
be secured for the coming September,vho shall give proper attentio 
to the school.It would be more satisfactory.with a good teacher 
giving full time to the school,to increase the salary a hundred 
dé@llars,than to give the present grant,and the work for it not 


being properly done,hence the saliry unearned.

After some questioning on that 
subject, I was only successful enough to elicit that, primarily, 
Miss Richardson came, during May 1912, a8 an old time friend as 
guest to Yrs. J. P. Thorkildson to the latter's then abode, 4 
paneh on the Kispiax river, some few miles removed from the Kis- 
piax village. There, Revd. R.W.Lee interviewed Miss Richardson, 
and promised, if taking holé at Kispiax, that he (Mr. Lee) would 
see her paid from the lst of May of that year, and, if need be, 
part out of his own means. Thereafter, Miss Richardson had gone 
to work some time in June, following; and it appears that the 
Department did not authorize a grant in that respect till the 
beginning of the following September. 

Here, lately, Revd. Geo.H.Raley, former president of tne B.C. 
Methodist conference, personally, interviewed me on that subject 
whereupon the latter appeared satisfied, and advised him, ad- 
ditionally to interview \ra.

The records here indicate that Mr. Burchill was 
appointed teacher at the Kispiox Day School on June 26th, 
1934, and was nominated for the position the then 
Aeeceiate Secretary of the Board of Home Missions of the 
United Church of Canada. The appointment was made for the 
academie year 1934-35. 


It was noted by the Department at that time that 


Mr. Burchill had no professional certificate recognised as 


in Canada, nor had he any ous rience in 
teaching at an indian day or residential sehool. 


Inepector *s firet report on his work at 
the Kispiex Sehool is da September 18th, 1936. Mr. Barry, 
in this report, expresses the opinion that Mr. Burehill was 
rather erratic in a temperamental sense and very severe in 
hie diseipline. Mr. Burehill admitted to the Inspector at 
that time that he used the strap frequently. The Inspector, 
however, was anxious that thie teacher chould be given an 
oppertunity te make ood, and his specific recommendation 
te the De nt wae that a close check be kept on the 
aetions of the teacher during the year.

Dear Dr. Dorey: 


There is a strong feeling on the part of our 
workers on the Upper Skeena that there should be two teachers 
at Kispiox and I believe that is felt by others who are re- 
lated to the education of the Indians in the North. 


Miss Doris Bews as you know has been supplying 
there for a few months and has given excellent service. Mr. 
More has volunteered as a teacher for that school in con- 
junction with the work of the Mission and at my request he 
visited the field recently. While he is not endeavouring to 
escape any of the work involved in the school teaching he 
feels that to do justice to 66 students with a prospective 
addition of a dozen more in September that he should have an 
assistant, otherwise he says it will be quite impossible to 
retain the interest of the more advenced grades. 


In order to do this, it will be necessary for 
the Department to add another room to the present building and 
I believe the Indien Agent has suggested that the wood-shed 
might be utilized with some alterations for that purpose. 

Would you be good enough to take the matter up with the Depart- 
ment at Ottawa, to see if as an emergency case they could 
provide the small amount necessary for this added accommodation. 


I em sure it will give fine results if both 
Miss Bews and Mr. More can be retained as teachers in Kispiox 
where there is already awakened a keener interest on the part 
of the children and also on the part of their parents than 
has been manifested for many years

The records here indicate that it 
is not the policy of the Depertment to provide 
Livins accommodation for teachers, and no living 
accomaodation has been provijed on a nunder of the 
reserves in eastern Canada. It has been our policy 
recently, nowever, to provide living cuarters when 
constructing schools on {isolated reserves or on 
reserves »here teachers ma/ find it impossible to 
secure board and lodging. In a number of cases 
the teacher acts 4s missionary and in such cases 
livine accommodation is invariably provided by the 
church. As a rule salaries are not influenced by 
living acconmocation or Lack of living acconnocation. 
The experience of the teacher, the enrolment at the 
school, its accessibility, etc., are all factors thet 
are usually revieved by the Department before the 
salary of the teacher is decided upon.

Inspector Davey makes the following com- 
ments about Miss Currie in his {inspector's report dated 
May 27th, on the above school: 


"The discipline in this room is poor. The pupils show 
little respect for the teacher and this has reduced 
considerably whatever progress the pupils might have 
made during the five months this teacher has been in 
charge. These problems in discipline arise from the 
failure of the teacher to supply the pupils with 
sufficient work to keep their time fully occupied, 

from her personality which fuils to command the respect 
of the pupils, and from her unsuitable methods of 
punishment. 


"There is a considerable lack of books, particularly 
reading material. This is due to the same reasons 
that are to be found in the other class of this school; 
poor mail service, non-receipt of the first copy of 
the Bulletin, and the fact that this teacher did not 
take over this class until January of this year. 


"The reading of most of the pupils is poor and many 

of them are attempting material which is too difficult 
for them. A more varied and more extensive language 
programme is greatly needed in this school. This 
teacher lacks initiative in developing the language 
work." 


On the other hand, Mrs. Robert Morris 
who is teaching in the other room on @ five day per 
week basis is doing a satisfactory job and Inspector 
Davey is pleased with her efforts. 


20 
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In his covering letter, Major Mackay 
intimates that the services of Miss Currie have not 
been satisfactory at this school any more than they 
were at Port »impson Indian Day school last year. 

He has recommended that you be advised that we do 
not consider her a suitable person to teach in Indian 
day schools. 


Therefore, we would request that you 
nominate a qualified teacher to replace her and also 
one for the junior room at Kispiox. It is understood 
that Mrs. Morris will be leaving the district and that 
her services will not be available next year.
